The Japanese are doing

The evacuation of Tie pass involves

These reports are 
conflicting in details but agree that 
the loan is for a short term, that the 
amount is about $125,000,000, and the 
rate about 90. 


Poles Will Revolt. 


Warsaw, March 17.—One of the 


highest officials 
in Poland, in the 


tourse of conversation, said: "It is all 
very well to talk of continuing the 
war; but with no leaders, no generals, 
no soldiers, no guns, and the theater 
of war so far away, we are unable to 
transport troops quickly, and the wai 
now appears to be ended. It is true 
we have soldiers in the empire, but it 
is impossible to withdraw them from 
central and southern Russia to Man 
churia while the disturbances contin 
u«. All is quiet in Poland now, but let 
orders for mobilization be given and 
we will have a revolution." 


Prince a Peace Advocate. 


St Petersburg, March 17. — Prince 


Mestohensky, in an article in the 
Grashdanin, advises the government 
to promptly conclude peace, and says: 
"Let us have the heroic strength to 
confess a defeat 
before the world 


Better conditions will be obtainable 
now than later, when Vladivostok and 
Sakhalin have fallen into the hands ot 
the Japanese, and the conclusion ol 
peace will prove the salvation of the 
country by averting internal ship 
wreck" These words from such an 
Influential reactionary as Prince Mest 
chensky have caused a sensation. 


AGED WOH

Washington, March 17. — In execu- 


tive session of the senate Senator 
Morgan made a sensational speech in 
which he chaiged that William Nelson 
Cromwell of New York, who was 
prominently connected with the sale 
of the Panama canal property to the 
United States, was the prime mover in 
a scheme to influence the United 
States in the financial affairs of the 
Dominican government. He asserted 
that Mr. Cromwell was actuated by ft 
desire to frustrate a plan of a Mr. and 
Mrs Reader, natives of Alabama, who 
are operating under the name of the 
Reader syndicate, to get certain con- 
cessions from (he Dominican govern- 
ment and to promote the interest*, of 
a syndicate he icpresented which, it Is

During the discussion Senator Mor- 


gan repeatedly referred to a treaty 
negotiated by the Readers which, he 
said, "had never seen the liarht of day" 
because of the interference of Mr. 
Cromwell's representative. 
Senator 


Platt of Connecticut said that he did 
not want the discussion to go any fur- 
ther until that treaty had been pro- 
duced. Thereupon it was sent to the 
secretary's desk by Senator Morgan 
and read. It is declared by Republi- 
can senators that the treaty gave 
everything to Santo Domingo, conces- 
sions to the Readers, and practically 
nothing to the United States 
Senator 


Foraker defended Mr. Cromwell, say- 
Ing that he knew Him professionally 
and believed him incapable of the acts 
charged. At the same time he said 
that the documents presented by Sen- 
ator Morgan should be printed in or- 
der that all senators might have a 
chance to examine them. 


Senate leaders have advanced a new 


plan in regard to Santo Domingo, 
but it deals with the next session of 
congress. It has been suggested that 
if the whole matter is allowed to go 
over, a joint resolution might be 
passed by congress to authorize the 
president to do the very things that 
are proposed by the treaty. 
If this 


course were pursued a majority vote 
is all that would be required to place 
the entire matter in the hands of the 
president. 
It la understood that tho 


plan found favor when It was sug- 
gested at the White House by sena- 
tors. Some doubt was expressed a* to 
the constitutionality of dealing with 
this question except by treaty, but the 
case of the annexation of Hawaii, 
which was done by joint resolution,' 
was used,as a precedent, and Repub- 
lican leaders believe It to be feasible.

Denver, March 17.—-By a vote*bf 51 


t« 41, the general assembly, in joint 
convention, ousted Governor Alva Ad- 
ams (Dem.) and installed James H. 
Peabody 
(Rep:). 
Ten 
Republican 


members voted with the Democrats 
for Adams Peabody won hie contest 
for the office of governor, from which 
he retired Jan 10 after serving a term 
of two years, but his victory was 
achieved only after he had given his 
pledge to resign and surrender the 
chair to Lieutenant 
Governor Mc- 


Donald 


The result was more in the na- 


ture of a party than a personal 
triumph, both Peabody and McDon- 
ald being Republicans. 
Although the 


Republican majority on Joint ballot is 
35, the membership of the legislature 
being 66 Republicans and 31 Demo- 
crats, it had-been found impossible to 
gain for Peabody enough Republican 
votes to reinstate him as governor for 
the remainder of the term, ending in 
January, 1907. Twenty-two Republi- 
can members of the general assembly, 
according to report, refused to be 
bound by any action in caucus on the 
contest, and entered into a compact 
not to vote for* Peabody. A majority 
of them, however, were in favor of 
seating the lieutenant governor in the 
governor's chair if means could be 
found to do so legally. 
Finally the 


leaders of the opposing Republican 
factions arranged a compromise by 
which Peabody would be vindicated by 
being declared elected, and McDonald 
would be made governor. 


Governor Adams surrendered his 


office to Governor Peabody without a 
struggle. 
Scores of letters, telegrams 


and telephone messages had reached 
the executive chamber urging Gover- 
nor Adams to hold his seat by force, 
but he decided to ignore this advice. 
In conversation he said he felt out- 
raged at tho action of the general as- 
sembly, and expressed surprise that 
Mr. Peabody should become a party to 
what he termed a conspiracy to secure 
the office of governor for a man who 
had no claim whatever to the place. 
Governor Adams will issue a formal 
statement to the people regarding the 
result of the contest 
Jesse F. Mc- 


Donald, who is slated to become gover- 
nor, was born in Ashtabula, O, In 
1S58 
He came to Colorado in 1879, 


and has extensive mining interests. 


Governor Peabody was escorted be- 


fore the joint"assembly by a commit- 
tee after the adoption of the report 
and resolutions restoring him to the 
office of governor.
